“Tt (the weather) was just about 
as bad as 1937,” he recalled. 

Earl’s recollections went only 
as far back as 1912 because that 
was when he came to Upland. Sec- 
ond avenue had improved some by 
then and although ‘it still wasn’t 
paved it was able to accommodate 
considerably more traffic than a 
solitary car. 

Then the radio came in for dis- 
cussion and everybody in the bar- 
ber shop where the discussion was 
going on seemed to remember the 
first battery radios with ear- 
phones and the crystal sets. 

Yes, things have changed, as 
they always do. Time doesn't 
wait and growth goes on irregard- 
less. How will Upland look 10 
years from now? What is going 
to be its future? It certainly 
would be excising to be able to 
look into a crystal ball and see it 
all spread out before you. 

But no matter how it changes, 
to the “old timers’ now and to 
those ahead, ‘those days” will still 
live vividly in their memories. And 
for the “youngsters” it will al- 
ways be fascinating to listen to 
the stories of what their town 
was like 20 or 30 years ago.

Hard Charging 

Pasadena, witl a light forward 
wall that charged like demons, 
started to drive hard, aided by a 
pass interference, and had the 
ball on Chaffey’s 20, but Bob 
Sachs smeared Langley for a 10- 
yard loss. 

The Panthers’ second tally came 
with startling quickness when
